The First ime I Spoke. 


Rey. E. I flats says in his paper ‘tA 
New ath Boyhood,” in the August 
Atlantic, of the teaching of elocution 
in*earlier days: 

“T remember perfectly the first time 
I spoke. It must. have been in Sep- 
tember, 1831. At my mother’s instiga- 
tion, I spoke a little poem by Tom 
Moore, long since forgotten by every- 
body else, which I had learned and 
spoken at the otherschool. It is a sort 
of ode, in which Moore abuses some 
poor Neapolitan wretches because they 
had made nothing of a rebellion against 
the Austrians: As Tom Moore was 


_ himself an Irish patriot who had never 


exposed a finger-nail to be hurt for the 
Irish cause, I have since thought that 
his passion was all blatherskite. How- 
ever that may be, I stepped on the 
stage, frightened, but willing to do as 
I had been told, made my bow, and 
began. : 

“Ay, down to the dust with them, slaves, as they 

are!" 

I had been told that I must stamp my 
foot at the words ‘down to the dust 
with them,’ and I did, though I hated 
to, and was sore afraid. Naturally 
enough, all\the other boys, one hun- 
dred and fifty of them, laughed at such 
an exhibition of passion from one of 
the smallest of the number. All the 
same, I plodded on; but alas, I came 
inevitably to the other line, 

“If there linger one spark of their fire, tread it 

out!” 

and here I had to stamp again, as much 
to the boys’ amusement as before. I 
did not get a ‘good mark’’ for speaking 
then, and I never did afterwards. But 
the exercise did what it was meant to 
do; that is, it taught us not to be afraid 
of the audience. And this, so far as I 
know, is all of elocution that can be 
taught, or need be tried for. In col- 
lege, it was often very droll when the 
time came for one of the Southern 
braggarts to speak at an exhibition. 
For we saw then the same young man 
who had always blown his own trumpet 
loudly, and been cock of the walk in 
his own estimation,—we saw him with 
his knees shaking under him on the 
collége platform, because he had to 
speak in the presence of two hundred 
people. Lowe to the public school and 
to this now despised exercise of decla- 
mation that ease before an audience 
which I share with most New Eng: 
landers. This isto say that I owe to 
it the great pleasure-of public speaking 
when there is anything to say. I think 
most public men will agree with me 
that this is one of the most exquisite

Picnic Lunches. 

Meats for sandwiches should be 
boiled the day before; then after re- 
moving bone, skin, and gristle they 
should be put in packing tins, heavily 
weighted, and set in a cool place over 
night, writes Mrs. A. G. Lewis in the 
July Ladies’ Home Journal. Cut in 
very thin slices. 

Bread one day old is the best, anda 
very sharp knife 1s needed for cutting 
it into thin slices net over three inches 
square, These buttered slightly, may 
be daintily filled with ham, salad, sar- 
dines, tongue, or whatever one likes. 

Then cut confectioner’s paper just 
large enough to cover the sandwiches 
neatly. Place them side by side, closely 
packed, and they will preserve their 
shape without breaking. The paper is 
not to be removed until served. 

Cakes must also be one day old, and 
for picnic use a Kttle extra flour in stir- 
ring, and an extra five or ten niinutes 
in baking will ensure a firmer crust. 
Frosting, if put on hot, does not crackle 
and falloff. Cookies are more desirable 
than loaf cake, as are also cup and gem 
cakes. Jelly and cream confections:are 
seldom nice for picnic serving. 

Pies made of jellies, fruit, or sweets 


‘ are best cooked in turnover fashion,

Andover House Association. 


A circular containing the report of the 
work of the Andover House Association 
at the end of the first official year has 
been received, and it is interesting read- 
ing. The membership has grown from 
one to three hundred since its beginning. 
Other bits of information regarding the 
work and success of this organization 
which emanates from our own town, 
taken from this report, will without 
doubt be interesting to many of our 
readers. 


The first object of the Association in 
undertaking its work was to establish a 
house where men could, as actual resi 
dents, share the life of a thickly popu- 
lated part uf Boston, both for the sake of 
learning the conditions of existence there, 
and of developing means for their im- 
provement. A better knowledge of how 
the people live is, it was felt, an absolute 


requisite to any effort to assist the people. 


in solving the difficulties that surround 
them. 

A further object was to arouse among 
its own members a deeper interest in the 
Social problems of their own immediate 
neighborhoods and of the community at 
large. Itis intended that one important 
use of the House through its outfit and 
its staff shall be that of serving as a 
centre for information and skilled assis- 
tance in matters of investigation or of 
practical experiment which members of 
the Association might take in hand in 
connection with their own work. 

As the residents of the House were ex- 
pected to go in and out as neighbors, the 
House was made to be as nearly as possi- 
ble like a home. Every one who comes 
to the House, comes in as every one else 
does. Every one is a guest. This has 
kept the work done in the House within 
rather narrow limits, especially as it 
needs time for getting acquainted in such 
a way with the adult members of a 
neighborhood. 

The boys’ clubs have formed the main 
feature of the work done within the 
House, At first alist of more than one 
hundred boys and youth, of ages ranging 
from ten to eighteen, was made out, and 
five groups were asked to come in, each 
on its regular evening, once a week. To 
begin with, some of the groups contained 
as many as idiom Abate boys; but it was 
soon found that the meetings were much 
mure successful with a still smaller num- 
ber, especially as the boys were received 
in the parlors, Each group, except the 
one made of the older boys, has been 
under the regular charge of two persons 
who have really tried to make friends of 
the boys 

Asa rule in the clubs, each evening 
began with games in the rear room. 
Then those who wished to read went into 
the front room where books and papers 
are kept. Nearly every evening some one 
has read to the boys, or talked to them 
about « matter of interest. Usually the 
evening ended with the singing of college 
songs. 

The girls’ club (the G.R C.—the mean- 
ing of the letters being something to be 
acted out rather than told of), conducted 
by Mrs. William B, Kehew, has met regu- 
larly on Wednesday afternoons. It has 
twenty-five members, all of whom show 
a great interest in the club. The girls 
have spent the first part of the time in 
sewing, with more or less conversation, 
of course, over their needles; the last 
part of the time has been taken up with 
various amusements. Through the sum- 
mer the club will meet two mornings in 
the week, under the direction of Mrs. 
Rutan, to arrange and distribute flowers 
among the sick and aged of the neighbor- 
hood, under the plan pursued by the 
association called the Mutual Helpers. 

The work of the clubs has been supple- 
mented by the loaning of books from the 
library to club members; by the’ Stamp 
Savings Bank; and by more or less visit- 
ing among the families of the members. 
A joint entertainment for the boys’ and 
girls’ clubs was held in June, at which 
Lieut. Wadhams, U.S.N., gave a vivid 
account of some of his naval experiences. 

During several Sunday afternoons in 
the spring an exercise was held which 
we- called the “Music Hour.’’ Each day 
a group of the pupils of the New England 
Conservatory, in charge of Professor E. 
D. Hale, came to assist. 

Other uses of the House have been: for 
two neighborhood receptions; for some 
preliminary sessions of a mothers’ meet- 
ing, which we hope may begin again in 
the autumn; and for the lectures by 
members of: the Association. Deposits 
for the savings bank have been received 
every week-day evening. The library, 
consisting of about two hundred books 
for young people, is now arranged and 
catalogued. : 

The work without the House in the 
district has consisted of getting ac- 
quainted with the streets, learning their 
character, finding out about the way the 
law is administered, and in seeing in 
general how life is lived. 

A group of young men—clerks and 
mechanics, graduates of the evening 
High School—who have formerly met at 
the Trinity House, will, for the future, 
hold their weekly meeting at our House. 
Some of the residents will join them in 
their meetings, which are given up to 
study and discussion of political and 
historical questions. 

A feature of the work which will prove 
more and more valuable has been the 
getting acquainted with the public chari- 
table and corrective institutions, and with 
private organizations for doing philan- 
thropic work. The recognition of the 
Andover House from all whoare engaged 
in such ways has been most cordial. 

The residents of the house from the 
beginning have been Mr. Woods, Mr. 
Chandler, Mr, Bevington, and Mr. Morris. 
Mr. Morris has recently left us, and Mr. 
Chandler is soon to leave. Two new 
men are to come from Andover from the 
last class; and we hope that by the 
autumn we shall have the full quota of 
six men in the House, ' 

On the whole, ‘we can at the end of six 
months merely say that certain things 
have been attempted and begun. Many 
things remain still untried. Of the at- 


| tempts that have been made, some have 
for the present failed; some seem to be 


full of promise already. In any case our 
friends may be stronger than ever in the 
assurance that there is a large opportu- 


rnity for-snch—an-effort-as-—the-Andover 


ITouse stands for. As yet, however, the 
residents can hardly venture to seek for 
approval; they merely ask tlie patient 
sympathy of the friends and supporters 
of the House.

Greene & Woodlin’s horse, Fannie, 


There are not many of our readers, es- 
pecially older ones, who do not know or 
have not heard of Simon Wardwell, who 
has been an old resident of this town 
and lived for a long time on the Prospect 
Hill road. It seems that Mr. Wardwell 
is down East visiting his birthplace, 
Saco. While there he was met by a re- 
porter of the Biddeford Times, who found 
in him ‘‘an old gentleman remarkable in 
many ways.’’ Among other things the 
reporter says of him: 

Simon Wardwell was the oldest child 
of Eliakim Wardwell ef Saco, conse- 
quently a brother of Mrs. Lydia Clapp 
to whom Saco owes so much for her be- 
beneficence in founding the Wardwell 
Home. “7 

He was born in Saco July 4, 1805, and 
is therefore eighty-seven years of age. 
He passed his childhood and youth in 
Saco, and from his tremendous store of 
knowledge he must have been a very 
observing and intelligent youth. He is 
a perfect’ encyclopedia of, local history 
for the period passed here by him till his 
departure for other spheres of adventure 
in 1828, 

There is about ‘him something of the 
feebleness of body: consequent. upon—so 
great an age, but his mind is alert and 
cute on old matters. ‘The fond pages of 
his memory’s book are not in the least 
obscured by ancient cobwebs or dust of 
forgetfulness, and as for dotage it has so 
far found no lodgment in his mind. His 

owers of conversation are most excel- 

ent, and he appears to have cultivated 
the amenities of intercourse to a marked 
degree. 

Mr. Wardwell was one of a crowd of 
boys who went to the beach with the 
artillery which went down to repel the 
British ship ‘‘Bulwarks’”’ which came in 
to the Pool aed destroyed the vessel of 
Capt. Thomas Cutts. She was expected 
to pay her respects to Saco Ferry, and 
the artillery was sent down to meet her, 

Mr. Wardwell remembers plainly the 
visit and reception to President James 
Monroe, and he rode in the cavalcade 
that went out to escort Lafayette into 
and out of town. These and hundreds 
of other matters he remembersas though 
they were events of today. He can tell 
every building in the village, and de- 
Scribe them, all that were there previous 
to 1828. Onthe whole he is the most 
remarkable type of old ege that has ap- 
peared in these parts.

He Uses Pistol and Knife and Afterwar 
Attempts to Blow Off His Own Hea. 
with a Dynamite Bomb. 


PITTSBURG, July 25.—Henry Clay Frick 
chairman of the Carnegie Steel company 
was shot twice and stabbed in his privat 
office at 1:45 9’clock Saturday afternoon 
by Alexander Bergman, a Russian Jew 
printer froin New York, 

Like Norcross, the fiend who failed tc 
kill Russell Sage, and perished himself 
the would-be assassin of the millionaire 
manufacturer carried dynamite bombs 
They were small, but large enough tc 
kill, and while being photographed at thi 
Central police station the man tried te 
commit suicide in a horrible manner. 

He was caught in the act of chewing 
bomb, and it was quickly taken fron 
him, Chemists wonder how an explosiot 
was averted. “"% 

For three days after the terrible riot o: 
July 6 Mr. Frick was guarded by detec 
tives, but since that time he has evidently 
not feared an assault. He was sitting in 
his private office Saturday afternoon when 
the colored messenger announced that a 
well-dressed young man desired an inter. 
view. Mr. Frick granted the request and 
Bergman entered. A moment later a 
pistol shot and sounds of a scuffle created 
a panie in the office and made every 
clerk’s face whiten with fear. 

Two more shots, and Mr. Frick’s shouts 
for help brought them to their senses and 
they rushed to the rescue. Mr. Frick was 
grappling with his assailant, whose snow- 
white clothes were red with blood from 
the millionaire’s wounds, 

Mr. Friek Pummelled the Man 
until he fainted from loss of blood. The 
assassin madea rush for the elevator, 
which had just stopped on the second 
floor, but there his progress was stopped 
by a dozen hands, and he was held until 
the police arrived. 

There were at least 5000 people gathered 
in front of the Carnegie offices within five 
minutes after the shooting. A large num- 
ber of sullen men stood around, and more 
than once was heard a muttered “Served 
him right.” But the generality of the 
people, business men and workmen alike, 
despised the infernal atrocity which 
would conceive of a deliberate murder and 
execute it at all fisks. 

A large crowd followed the patrol 
wagon to the central police station, wnd 
when the lockup.was reached.the police 
were compelled to shut the gates to the 
yards to keep out the people. 

The Criminal Riddle 

in the central police station here, called 
indifferently ‘tthe anarchist,’’ Alexander 
Bergman and Simon Roachman, is stiil 
unsolved, His antecedents are unknown, 
Whence he came or why he sho’ Mr. Frick 
are matters of conjecture purely. No-one, 
even of the shrewd detectives or news- 
paper men who have been at work since 
his attempt at assassination, bas got any- 
thing but contradictory or trivial informa- 
tion from him. He stated that after his 
transfer to the county jail he would make 
a written statement for the Associated 
Press, and until then he would decline to 
answer any questions, 

He was whistling a sentimental air 
when @ correspcndent was admitted to 
the calaboose yesterday. He is a slight, 
but wiry looking youth, 22 years old,near- 
sighted and wearing glasses. His most 
peculiar feature is the mouth, which is 
large and sensual, and has two curious 
flaps of flesh within the lips, which, when 
his mouth is open, still partially covers 
his upper teeth. His chin is strong, his 
forehead excellently shaped and the ears 
stand out from the head. The only fault 
to be found with his appearance is the 
shifty, furtive manner in which he uses 
his eyes. He would not be a notable man 
ina crowd, and would be classed as a 
German Jew of some education. 

Mr. Frick’s Condition. 

H. C. Frick slept well during Saturday 
night and rested easily during yesterday. 
His temperature is 99, and he seems to be 
quite cheerful and confident of his recov- 
ery. A curious thing was that another 
cut was discovered yesterday which was 
missed in the examination made Satur- 
day. It is in the left leg just below the 
calf and has almost severed the tendons. 
He complained of pain in the leg, but his 
attendants imagined that it was of the 
other wounds he spoke. It was; of course, 
carefully dressed and relief followed. The 
patient passed the day listening to letters 
and telegrams and dictating replies. He 
has also gone over the papers quite closely 
and discussed their contents, It is the in- 
tention of his associates in the company 
to let Mr, Frick continue the direction of 
the contest at Homestead from his home, 
as they believe thas the worry and anxiety 


of enforced idleness in such a crisis would 


. 


do him more harm than the work itself.

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SEPOYS ENTRANCED BY DANCERS, 


Courteousness of Indian Troops While 
Amusing Themselves. 


Probably the best way to see the 
men of a native regiment in the exer- 
cise of the courtesies of private life is 
to attend a nautch dance given in the 
lines. We will suppose that the Su- 
bedar Major has had the title of Sir- 
dar Bahadur conferred on him by an 
appreciative government, and that 
in honor of the event he is giving an 
entertainment to the whole regi- 
ment. 

An enormous tent has been pitched 
jn the lines, and at nighttime it is 
brilliantly lit up with countless. oil 
buttees. Inside it ‘is packed with a 
dense crowd of sepoys, all sitting 
round in ranks and watching the 
dancing girls, who are gyrating to 
the sound of the beloved tomtom in 
the middle. At the further end of 
the tent sits the colonel of the regi- 
ment on a slightly raised chair, ‘with 
the European officers on either side 
of him. Then come the native offi- 
cers, also on chairs, while the Sube- 
dar major, as giver of the feast, 
hovers around and sees his guests 
attended to. Sepoys with fans stand 
behind the English officers and keep 
the warm air from’ them. Others 
bring the garlands with which the 
Subedar major decorates his friends, 
and the pan supari and the condi- 
ments with which they are regaled. 
Other sepoys again hand the sahibs 
the cheroots they love and pour out 
iced lemonade for them. 

Of course the great mass of the 
men can take no part in these kindly 
offices, but they sit quietly in their 
deep ranks, no one hustling another. 
After the colonel has been there 
about half an hour he gets up to go, 
and shakes hands with his host and 
the other native officers, who all ac- 
company him to the door of the tent, 
while the whole densely packed as- 
sembly rises and stands until he has 
gone outside. 

After the colonel and the rest of 
the British officers have gone, which 
is generally about 11 p. m., the work 
of the evening commences in earnest. 
The sitting multitude swing them- 
selves a little more forward so as to 
get a fuller view of the not. very 
beautiful nor very young ladies who 
are dancing and singing with such 


‘vigor; the tomtom men whack their 


instruments with redoubled energy; 
pan supari is handed around to each 
sepoy, and every one prepares him- 
self to make a night of it. 

And if any curious observer should 
pass by that tent at break of day 
next morning he will still see the 


’ dancing girls—of whom of ‘course 


there are relays—dancing away to 
the satisfaction of a sleepy but atten- 
tive audience, who“have sat there 
the whole night admiring the per- 
formance. And they have sat there 
with the same imperturbable pa- 
tience and good humor with which 
they watched the opening of the 
nautch. There has been nothing to 
drink but water provided by the 
bheestie, and nothing to eat but 
what each man chose to provide for 
himself. The soothing hookah had 
been passed around at intervals, and 
betel has been freely distributed. 
For the rest the singing and dancing 
of the nautch girls have furnished 
ample amusement for the whole 
night.

Good Rules for the Care of Teeth, 

The following rules for the care of 
the teeth and gums are by an emi- 
nently successful New York dental 
surgeon: To begin with go to a 
dentist and have your mouth put in 
a healthy condition, 

Cleanse teeth night and morning 
with a soft brush and tepid water. 
Brush lengthwise, from the gums 
toward cutting edges. Rinse the 
mouth after each meal; use quill 
pick if necessary ; waxed floss silk is 
preferable. If compelled to take 
acids medicinally, use a glass tube or 
gargle with a weak solution of soda. 
Avoid cracking nuts, biting thread, 
drawing corks, etc., with the teeth. 

If wearing a partial plate leave it 
out at night and cleanse after each 
meal. Avoid tooth soaps and fancy 
dentrifices; use nothing which your 
dentist does not recommend. For 
sore or loose gums, gargle two or 
three times a day with listerine, a 
teaspoonful to half a glass of water. 
Consult a dentist at least every six 
months; prevention is not only bet- 
ter than cure; it is less difficult, pain- 
ful and expensive.

Travelers in the upper Congo say 
that the large tribe near the mouth 
of the Lomami river, who, in the 
days when Herbert Ward was pad- 
dling up and down the Congo, lived 
entirely in canoes on account of their 
fear of slave catchers, continue to 
live in boats and seem permanently’ 
to have abandoned the land as a resi- 
dence. One of the agents of the 
Congo State writes that their flotilla 
is composed of several hundred very 
large boats. They always keep quite 
near one another, and usually cover 
the river for a distance of about two 
miles. The boats they now use are 
not the ordinary canoes, but are 
rather spacious barks, with sides 
skillfully hewn and carved, and made 
for the special purpose of -serving as 
a home. 

At the center of each bark is a lit- 
tle structure with a roof to serve as 
a shelter in time of rain. 

The people rarely visit the land, 
but devote most of their time to fish- 
ing.
